A much greater alert period 
will be required to evacuate 
the countys 5.000,000 resi­ 
dents.

George Washington
Like men in a tiny ship, our Founding Fathers dared 

to cast off the lines'that bound them to England and set out 
in,treacherous, uncharted seas on the course of democracy. 

' The ship was well-manned, with Jefferson, Franklin, 
Adams, Madison, and many others. But for captain they 
needed that man among them who had most of strength 
4nd courage and devotion to their cause. Who would it be? 
Almost instinctively, they knew.

They turned to George Washington.
; Probably Washington never dreamed that a nation 

second to none in the history of the world would grow out 
of that early Voyage, and would pause on a day 223 years 
after his birth to honor him..

, It was his courage in the face of physical danger, first, 
Which saw us through the Revolutionary War. Had he once 
Wavered, America might have been doomed to colonial 
dUtus, lasting, perhaps into the twentieth, century. His men­ 
tal courage later held the states together in the confused 
days following the War.

From the signing of the Declaration of Independence 
Ut 1776 until his death in 1799, Washington was the leader, 
 *  captain of democracy, a staunch pillar supporting the

HURRY,: HURRY: The push-

COMMUNIST EDICTS: The 

April pamphlet, entitled "The 
American Way to Jobs, Peace, 
Democracy   Draft Program 
of the Communist Party," de­ 
clares that 'The Government 
has the responsibility to guar­ 
antee jobs and living stand­ 
ards." 1 Thus is. responsibility 
assigned by the Communist 
Party, not by our Constitution. 
And how willingly, even ea- . 
gerly, do our government and 
labor leaders accept the com­ 
munist edicts! '

To Implement the establish­ 
ment of a socialist dictator- - 
chip In the United States, the 
Communist Party proposes 
certain measures to be taken 
by the federal government. 
Among these are substantial 
Increases In unemployment 
end social security benefits, 
free and equal educational op­ 
portunities, aifederal health 
plan, and a huge federal pub­ 
lic works program.

Further communist proposals 
include "peaceful coexistence"; 
big power negotiations and 
agreement, to Include "Peo­ 
ple's China"; trade with Red 
China, Russia, and her satel­ 
lites; an end to "witchhunt- 
ing" and "bookburning" (the

Even so, Mr.' Elsenhower's 
efforts to complete the so­ 
cialization of the United States 
have not been speedy enough 
to suit the labor bosses. They 
Intend to get there "fustest 
with the mostest." Consequent­ 
ly we now have a merger 
agreement between the two 
giant labor unions, A9L and 
CIO, which will bring the 15 
million present members un­ 
der the absolute rule of one 
colossal union dictatorship, 
with millions more to be add­ 
ed in an all-out organizing 
drive.

Walter Reuther, the Soviet- 
trained president of CIO and 
a vice-president of the United 
World Federalists, described 
the Elsenhower administra­ 
tion's economic programs as 
"petty and half-hearted." In 
approving the AFLrCIO mer­ 
ger, Reuther said, "We are 
pooling our resources so we 
can take on the task of or­ 
ganizing the great mass of 
unorganized workers in Amer­ 
ica and build up a greater in­ 
dustrial democracy." The mer­ 
ger, said Reuther and George 
Meany, president of AFL. 
would make the union fed­ 
eration stronger and more 
effective In dealing with em­ 
ployers and In seeking to 
achieve political aims.

SIGHTS SET: How does all 
this fit bi with the Communist 
Party's directives? Their Sep­ 
tember, 195t, pamphlet, "The 

.American Way to Jobs, Peace, 
Equal Rights, and Democra­ 
cy Program of th'o Commu­ 
nist Party" (New Century), 
declares: 'The key to the cru. 
cial 1954 and 1956 elections 
lies in the ability of organized 
labor to cbme forward as a 
distinct political force even

But eventually, says the 
Communist Party, "Labor 
must set Its sights In the di­ 
rection of a great party of 
Its own, a party without Wall 
Street financiers, corrupt un-l

derworld racketeers, or South­ 
ern Dlxlecrats   in s/iort, a 
true united front party of la­ 
bor and the common man... 
The Communist Party affirms 
its deep and abiding faith in 
the American people and their 
ultimate decision to establish 
socialism."
